J o h n s t o w n , June 3d.—Developm ents every 
hour m akes it m ore aud m ore apparent th at the 
exact num ber of lives lost in the Johnstow n 
horror will never be known. All estim ates that 
have been m ade up to this tim e are conserv­ 
ative, and w hen all is know n it w ill doubtless 
be found to have been too sm alL Over 1,000 
bodies have been found since sunrise to-day, 
and the most skeptical concede th at the re­ 
m ains of thousands more 
rest beneath the 
debris above the Johnstow n bridge. The popu­ 
lation of Johnstow n and the surrounding towns 
and the portion of the valley affected by th e 
flood is or was from 50.000 to 55,000. 
The Associated Press representatives to day 
interview ed 
num erous 
leading citizens 
of 
Johnstow n who survived the flood. 
A CONCENSUS OF THEIR OPINION 
Was th a t fully 30 per cent, of those residing in 
Johnstow n and Cam bria had been the victim 
of the com biued disasters of fire and water. 
If this be true, the total loss of life m the e n ­ 
tire valley cannot be less th a n 7,000 or 5 ,000, and 
possibly m uch greater. 
Of the thousands who were devoured bv the 
flames, aud whose ashes now rest beneata the 
sm oking debris above tbe Johnstow n bridge, no 
definite inform ation can ever be ontained, as 
little w ill be learned of th e hundreds th at 
SANK BENEATH THE CURRENT 
And were borne sw iftly dow n the Conemaugh, 
only to be deposited hundreds of m iles below 
oii the banks and in the driftwood of the raging 
Ohio.

Probably one-third of the dead will never be 
recovered, and it will take the list of the m iss­ 
ing weeks hence to enable even a close estim ate 
to be m ade of the num ber of lives th at w ere 
blotted out in th at brief hour. 
T hat this estim ate can never be accurate is 
u n d e r s t o o d w hen it is rem em bered that in m anv 
instances whole fam ilies and th eir relatives were 
swept away and found a common grave be- 
ueath the wild waste of waters. 
The total destruction ot the city leaves no 
d ata to eveu dem onstrate the nam es of those 
unfortunates who ever found a place on 
THE PAGES OF ETERNITY’S HISTORY. 
■‘All Indications point to the fact that the 
death list w ill reach over 5,000, and in my 
opiuion the m issing list w ill reach 8,000 in num ­ 
ber,' declared G eneral H astings to-night. 
At present there are said to be 2,200 recovered 
bodies. The difficulty experienced in getting a 
correct list is the great num ber ol morgues 
There is no central bureau of inform ation and 
to com m unicate w ith the different dead houses 
is the work of hours. 
The journey ¡rom the Pennvsylvania R ail­ 
road morgue to the one in the Fourth W ard 
sehool-house in Johnstow n occupies at least 
one hour. This renders it impossible to reach 
all of them in one day, particularly as som e of 
the morgues are situated at points inaccessible 
from Johnstow n. 
At 6 o’clock this evening the 630th bodv had 
been received at the Cam bria City depository for 
corpses 
A tM ilvillew as the body of a girl 15 years 
old, m aking the 46th corpse received there! Ah 
angry m ark on her wrist looked as if a bracelet 
had been tom from th e arm .

A BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 
K em ville is in a deplorable condition. The 
living are unable to take care of the dead. A 
m ajority ot the inhabitants of the town were 
drow ned. A shed of beards has been erected 
on the only street rem aining in tow n, and this 
is the headquarters for the com m ittee that con­ 
trol the dead. 
As quick as the dead are brought in thev are 
placed in boxes aud then taken to the cem etery 
aud buried. 
A m ilkm an w ho was overcharging for m ilk 
this m orning narrow ly escaped lyuchiDg. 
The 
infuriated m en appropriated all of his m ilk and 
distributed it am ong the poor, and then drove 
him out of town. 
The body of an H ungarian who was 
LYNCHED IN AN ORCHARD 
Last night has been recovered by bis friends. 
The inhum an m onster was uoliced’as he cm off 
four fingers of a wom an's body. He dropped the 
fingers into his pocket, w here they found them 
w hen he was captured. The act m addened the 
m en and they took him to an orchard on the 
hillside and hung him . 
There is but one street left in this town and 
about 155 houses are standing where ouee there 
stood over a thousand. 
A thousand is the low­ 
est estim ate of the num ber of lives lost from 
this town. 
But few bodies have been recovered. 
It is 
directly above the ravines and the bodies have 
floated down into them , w here they were 
buried. A w alk through the town reveals 
A DESOLATE SIGHT. 
Only about twenty-five able-bodied m en have 
survived and are able to render any assistance. 
Men and wom en can be seen w ith black eyes, 
bruised faces and cut bodies who w ere injured 
in th e flood, and since that have not slept. 
T heir faces have 
TURNED TO A SICKLY YELLOW, 
And dark rings surround th eir eyes. 
Many of th e wom en have succum bed to 
nervous prostration. 
F'or two days but little assistance could be 
rendered them . The wounded rem ained u n ­ 
cared for in some houses, cut off by the w ater 
aud died from th eir injuries alone. Some were 
alive on Sunday an a th eir shouts could be 
heard by the people on th e shore. 
A m an caught stealing a gold w atch is now 
in jail, or rather w hat is leftof th e jail. 
A SHOT WAS PI RED AT HIM 
But he was not w ounded. The only thing that 
saved him Trom lynching was the sm allness of 
the crowd. 
The services in the chapel from w hich the 
bodies are buried consists m erely of a prayer by 
one of tbe survivors. No m inister was present. 
Each coffin had a descriptive card on it and on 
the graves a sim ilar card was placed, so th at 
th e bodies can be rem oved later by friends. 
The Cambria Hospital has now 300 patients, 
r Buckwith, with an efficient corps of aids, is 
in charge. Two of the patients died yesterday. 
The remainder of the patients are devoting 
themselves to the care ot the sick a D d injured. 
Bishop Phelan has organized the Catholic 
forcea in this neighborhood and all are devotiDg 
themselves to hard work assiduously. What 
the hospital» would have done without the 
Sisters is a difficult question. 
SAD AND GLOOMY DAY. 
A sad and gloomy sky, almost os sad and 
gloomy as the human faces under it, shrouded 
Johnstown to-day. The rain fell all day and 


added to tbe miseries cl the w retched people. 
The great plain w here the best part of the town 
used to stand is h alf covered w ith water. A few 
sidew alks in the part th at escaped th e flood 
were inches thick w ith a black sticky m ud. 
through w hich tram ped a steady procession of 
poorw om eu who are left utterly destitute. The 
tents where the people are housed who cannot 
find other shelters, w ere cold aud cheerless. 
The town 


SEEMED LIKE A GREAT TOMB. 
The people of Johnstow n have supped so full 
of horrors that they go about in a sort ot a daze 
aim only half conscious of their griefs. Kvery 
hour, as one goes through the streets, he hears 
neighbors greeting each o her and then inquir­ 
ing w ithout a show of feeling how m any eaeh 
had lost in his family. To-day 1 heard a' gray­ 
haired m an hail another across the street w ith 
this question. 
“ I lost five. All are gone but Mary and I.’’ 
was the reply. 
’• I am worse off than th at,” said the first old 
gentlem an. “ I have only my grandson left. 
Seven of us gone.’’ 
And so they passed on w ithout apparent ex ­ 
citem ent. They and everyone else had heard 
so m uch of these m eianchollv conversations 
th at somehow the calam ity had lost its signifi­ 
cance. They treat it exactly as ii the dead per­ 
sons had gone away aud were com ing back in a 
week. 
The m elancholy task of searching the ruins 
for more bodies w ent on to day in the soaking 
rain. 
There w ere little crowds of m orbid 
curiosity hunters around eacli knot o f w orking 
m en 
Even those w ho com e ia from the neigh­ 
boring towns w ith the idea of the day’s strange 
and ghastly experiences, did not care to be near 
alter they had seen one body exhum ed. 
There were hundreds and thousands of these 
visitors from the country to-day. Toe effect of 
the dreadful things they saw aud heard was to 
drive most of them to drink. By noon the 
streets were beginning to be full of 


BOISTEKIOUS AND NOISY COUNTRYMEN 
Who were trying to counteract th e strain on 
•heir nerves with unnatural excitem ent. 
The police foreseeing the unseem ly sights 
th a t were likely to disgrace the streets drove 
out and kept out all visitors w ho had not some 
good reason for th eir presence. After th a t and 
far into the evening all tbe country roads were 
filled w ith drunken stragglers, who were trving 
to forget w hat they had s-eu. 
One thing that make* the w ork of searching 
for boaies veryslow is tbe strange way th a t the 
great masses of objects were roiled into intricate 
masses of rubbish. 
As the flood cam e down the vallcv ot South 
Fork it obliterated the suburb of Woodvale, 
w here not a house w as left nor a trail of the 
m aterial they had contained. 
It rolled on 
down the valley over aud over 
GRINDING IT INTO A PULP

And finally leaving it against some unusually 
firm foundation. These masses contain hum an 
bodies, but it is slow work to pick them to 
pieces. 
Ijsid e of one of them to-dav l saw the 
rem nants o; a carriage, the body ot a bam esfed 
horse, a baby cradle and doll, a tress o f a 
wom an’s hair, a rocking horse aud a piece of 
beefsteak still hanging to a hook. 
The city now is very m uch better patrolled 
th an it has been at any tim e since th e flood oc­ 
curred. 
Many of the m em bers of the police force of 
Pntsburg cam e in and offered their services. 
One of them showed his spirit by striking a 
m an. w hom he saw opening a trunk" am ong the 
rubbish, a trem endous blow over the head, 
which 
KNOCKED HIM SENSELESS. 
Several big trunks and safes lie in full sight 
ou the desolate plain in the lower part of I he 
tow n, but uo one dared to touch them after 
that. 
ATTENDING RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 
May devotions w ere in progress F riday w hen 
the w ater descended 
on the Cam bria City 
Church, which was filled with people at the 
tim e. 
When the .noise of the flood w as heard 
the congregation hastened to get out of the way. 
They succeeded so far as escaping from tbe in­ 
terior is concerned, and in a few m om ents the 
church was partly subm erged, th e w ater reach­ 
ing fliteen feet up th e sides and sw irling around 
the corners furiously. 
The building was badly w recked, the benches 
w ere torn out. and in general the entire struct­ 
ure, both inside aud outside, was fairly dism an­ 
tled. 
Yesterday m orning, w hen an entrance was 
torced the ruin appeared to to com plete. One 
object alone had escaped the w ater’s w rath.

STATUE OF THE BLESSED VIRGIN, 
T hat had been decorated and adorned because 
o fth e May devotions, was as unsullied as the 
day it was m ade. T he flowers, w reath and lace 
vail on the statue, w hich is only three feet high, 
were undisturbed and 
unsoiled, while 
the 
m arks on the w all showed th a t the surface of 
the w ater had riseu to a hight of fifteen feet, 
w hile tbe statue h ad been saved from all con­ 
tact w ith the liquid. 
Everyone that has seen the statue and its sur­ 
roundings is firmly convinced th a t the incident 
was a m iraculous one, an d eveu to the most 
skeptical tbe affair savors of supernatural 
Among the priests here are Rev. Fathers 
Guido, Goebel, Cosgrave, Gallagher, Troutwein, 
Rosensteel, Joran, Corcoran, D erliu, 
Doyle.

FAMILY OF FOUR CHILDREN 
Was alm ost drow ned but m anaged to escape 
after ail exciting experience. 
W hen >he flotd 
cam e down upon them they were driven from 
the first to tb e second story, and from the sec­ 
ond to th e third. They were kept there six 
hours before th ey were helped through the 
roof aud from there m ade their escape to the 
hills over the house tops. 
In the neighborhood of w here Woodvale 
once stood there is now a sea oi m ud aud piles 
of wreckage. 
The Associated Press correspondent waded 
through the m ud and w ater up the valley to­ 
day over the site of th e form er village. As has 
been often stated, nothing is standing but the 
old woolen m ills. The place is swept bare of all 
other buildings but the ruins of the G autier 
Wire Mill. The b. ilers ol these great works 
were carried 1.000 yards from th eir foundations. 
Pieces of engines, rolls and other m achinery 
were swept far aw ay from w here they stood. A 
wreck of the hose carriage is sticking up out of 
the m ud. It belonged to the crack com pany of 
Johnstow n. The engine-house is sw ept aw ay 
and the cellar is filled w ith m ud, so th at the sité 
is obliterated. 
A German w atchm an was on guard at the 
m ill w hen the waters cam e. 
He ran for the 
hillside aud succeeded in reaching It. He tells 
a graphic story of th e appearance of the w ater 
as it swep’ down the valley. He declared the 
first wave was as high as the third story of a 
house. 
The place is deserted. No effort is being m ade 
to clean off the streets. The m ire has formed a 
grave for m any a poor victim , whose arm s and 
legs are protruding from the m ud. nad it m akes 
one of the most sickening of pictures. 
A THRILLING STORY. 
A m an nam ed Dougherty tells a thrilling 
story of a ride down the river on a log.

As fast 
as the wagons th a t are gathering up tiic corpses 
along th e stream arrive w ith th eir ghastly load, 
they are em ptied, and return again to the banks 
ot the Conemaugh to find other victim s am ong i 
the driftwa>od. iu the underbrush, or h alf buried 
in the m ud. 


PROVISIONS AND CLOTHING. 
Relief trains are arriving loaded w ith provi­ 
sions and clothing, aud a citizens’ com m ittee is 
r ipidlv distributing whole carloads to the h u n ­ 
dreds »>t hali-Iam ishcd and uearlv naked sur­ 
vivors. 
PROMIMENT CITIZENS LOST. 
Some of the most prom inent citizens of the 
State have perished. John Fulton, President of 
the Constitutional A m endm ent Association and 
G eneral M anager of the Cam bria iron Works, is 
drow ned, w ith his wife and children; II. J. 
Roberts, ( ashier of the First National Bank, 
and John Dibert, banker, are also drowned, the 
form er's son perishing w ith him ; A. Shre- 
m aeher, Prothonotary of Cumbria county; 11.

East Conemaugh is al­ 
m ost depopulated. 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
The m em bers of the State Board of H ealth 
arrived 111 N inevah this m orning aud deter­ 
m ined to proceed at once to bridge the river, to 
clean it of the dead aud prevent the spread of 
disease. To this end they w ired the State De­ 
partm ent to furnish them w ith proper appli­ 
ances. They will take charge of the town to­ 
day. 
it is raining this m orning at intervals, b ut not 
hard. The w eather continues cool, a favorable 
circum stance in view of the vast num ber of 
decom posing bodies. 
This m orning the stench 
of decaying hum an ilesh was plainly percep­ 
tible as one ascended the banks of Stony creek 
for half a m ile along the sm oldering ruins. 
T he appeals of the physicians to allow the 
flames to burn, aud so les-en the danger from 
disease, have been overridden com pletely by 
those w ho lost friends, and the lire engine has 
been steadily playing 
since 10 o'clock last 
night. 
A CITY OK THE DEAD. 
N inevah is literally a city of the dead. 
At 
the depot the entire place is filled w ith corpses; 
eighty-seven coffins are piled up and boxed. On 
the streets coffin-boxes covered sidewalks. Im ­ 
provised undertaking shops have em balm ed 
I9i». It is said that 1 0 boaies were found last 
evening in a sort of a pocket below the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad signal tow er at Sang Hollow. 
There were ISO bodies at N inevah at y o’clock. 
The inquest w ill begm there to day. 
There 
are betw een 500 and 600 bodies ou the south 
side of this town w here the rescuers are w ork­ 
ing. 
MARTIAL LAW. 
The first relief train from Pittsburg reached 
here this m orning. M artial law now prevails. 
Everyone is challenged aud com pelled to state 
his business. 


THE EXTENT OK DAMAGE. 
The w ater having subsided, dam age is hourly 
more fully revealed. The estim ates of loss to 
life range eveu higher to day th an last night. 
The figures now are placed between 10,000 am i 
12.000, favoring the latter figure. 
Much is con­ 
jectured, however. The exact extent of the dis­ 
aster will never be known. The work of identi­ 
fication is slow and no one is know n to be 
keeping the ghastly statistics. 
TOOK THEIR OWN LIVES.

AWAKENING PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 
W e are very much gratified to notice a 
disposition on the part of the press, re­ 
flecting a decided and rapidly augmenting 
public sentiment to make such a war upon 
the lottery abomination as will bring the 
infamy to an end, so far as its busineis in 
this State is concerned. The R e c o rd - 
I x ió n has labored for such an out- 
cc 1 for a very long time. For years it 
lias stood very nearly alone in its denun­ 
ciations of the shamefacedness with which 
the laws of the State have lieen, and still 
are. ignored and openly violated, that pro­ 
hibit the sale of lottery tickets, the ad­ 
vertising of lottery-schemes, etc. It has 
been meanly intimated in several con­ 
temporaries, when this journal has up­ 
braided the newspapers of the State for 
publishing the thieving advertisements of 
the lottery syndicates, that we were 
urgent because we had not been of­ 
fered and could not secure the advertis­ 
ing referred to, a falsehood not less mean 
because disguised in innuendo. We pre­ 
sented this matter of the violation of the 
anti-lottery laws to three Legislatures, and 


.11 two of them hills were introduced to 
spur officers to the point of duty doing, 
but such is official fear and moral weak­ 
ness in this day and the growth of cow­ 
ardice in the face of rank corruption, that 
it lias been impossible to this date to find 
men sufficient in number in the legislatures 
with the requisite courage to confront the 
press and command it to cease serving as the 
means for violation of the Constitution and 
the express statute prohibiting the infamy 
referred to. We were distinctly told in 
the late Legislature that it would be im­ 
possible to pass such a hill because the 
most of the press of the State advertised 
the lotteries and aided the lottery man­ 
agers in their swindling schemes, and that 
fear of these journals would prevent the 
enactment of the requisite laws. It is 
a well-known fact that were it not for the 
newspapers of this State and a few outside 
of our confines, the business of the lottery 
concerns would not flourish in California. 
The so-called “ leading ” papers are 
the avenues through which the lot­ 
tery gamblers reach and fleece their 
victims. 
I hey 
not only 
advertise 
the drawings in captivating and long 
drawn display, but for coin they publish 
accounts of sums said to have been drawn, 
and the great good the “winnings” have 
done the "lucky ones.” These decoy state­ 
ments put in the form of newspaper inter­ 
views. are invariably paid for and are the 
results of the manipulation of the lottery 
thieves. They ought not to deceive any 
one, but it is evident that they do, and 
that thousands are led to rob their fami­ 
lies and their business by lottery invest­ 
ments because of these glowing accounts of 
‘prizes drawn. 
All this sort of procedure 
is in violation of the laws, which should 
be either enforced or repealed. As mat- 
.er> now are. police officers, prosecuting at­ 
torneys and grand juries stand idle and 
take no action, though the evidence of the 
'nfrtfitiiin of the statute is patent to the 
sight and within the personal knowledge 
of every man who has sworn to sustain the 
Constitution and obey and enforce the 
laws. But, as we have said, the evidences 
Are that the people are at last awakening 
lO the monstrous character of the infamy 
that stalks in the land, and that is cart­ 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars out 
of the State monthly for investment in the 
worst and most demoralizing gambling 
known. They are manifesting a spirit 
that promises to put an end to the shame, 
and to hold all offenders to strict account­ 
ability. Such of the press as have l>een 
guilty partners in the wrong should cease 
. t once from further ill-doing, and when 
they preach obedience to the law and 
shout for public honesty and private moral­ 
ity, proceed to practice as they preach. 
When they do so, the lottery ghouls will 
be deprived of the one allyship through 
which they can hojie to effect much evil.

IN B E T TE R LUCK. 
The Citizens Get $1,000 From the Super­ 
visors For the Fourth ol July. 
The Supervisors of the county met in 
regular session yesterday. Present—Teb- 
bets (Chairman), Black, Bates, Greer and 
Ross. 
A communication from S. C. Denson on 
the matter of the Hicksville road was re­ 
ceived and consideration of the matter was 
laid over until the next regular meeting of 
the Board. 
A communication from G. G. Gilbert was 
received relating to obstruction on the 
road from Michigan Bar to Plymouth, by 
way of Indian creek, in Amador county. 
This is the matter of gates whicn had been 
ordered opened upon this roadway and 
which are maintained by Mr. I’rethero and 
Mrs. Dickinson of Sacramento county. 
The Overseer of Road District No. 7 was 
ordered to have the obstructions removed 
forthwith. 
A communication was received from J. 
E. Blanchard, member of the County Board 
of Education, stating that he was a resident 
of Sacramento county, that he was engaged 
in teaching in Sacramento county, and that 
legally his office as a member of the Board 
could not be declared vacant. 
The discussion in the Board indicated 
that he bad been a temporary resident of 
Placer county during his service on the 
County Board of Education, and the object 
of the communication was to show that at 
•he present time he was a resident of Sac­ 
ramento county. The communication was 
received and placed on file. 
A communication was received from A. 
L. Frost, County Assessor, suggesting that 
the County Surveyor provide a map of the 
several'swamp land surveys of the county. 
Placed on file. 
A committee of citizens, consisting of R. 
D. Stephens, David Lubin, R. B. Harmon 
and W. S. Leake, appeared before the 
Board in the interests of an appropria- 
ion for the coming Fourth of July cele­ 
bration. 
Mr. Stephens, the spokesman 
of the committee. 
made 
a 
speech 
urging the advisability and propriety of the 
county appropriating money for the cele­ 
bration of the “ glorious Fourth." He 
spoke in detail of the grievous burden 
upon the business men in the way of dona­ 
tion to every popular movement, and urged 
the propriety of the county bearing the 
major part of the expense in the proposal 
celebration. The Board was asked for a 
contribution of $1,000 to the Fourth of 
July committee. 
Other members of the committee spoke 
on the subject, all warmly pressing the de­ 
sirability of the county of Sacramento set­ 
ting an example of patriotism and pride of 
country by advancing the interests of the 
proposed patriotic celebration. 
After considerable discussion as to the 
legality and propriety of such an appro­ 
priation upon the part of the Board by the 
different members of the citizens’ commit­ 
tee and members of the Board, upon the 
motion of Supervisor Black, seconded by 
Supervisor Bates, the Board appropri­ 
ated $1,000 from the immigration fund to 
promote immigration, to the Citizens’ 
Finance Committee for the coming Fourth 
of July celebration, such indebtedness not 
to accrue until after the 15.ii of July next. 
Recess till 1:30 p. m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Grove L. Johnson presented a petition 
for the laying out and construction of a 
new road in District No. 18, said petition 
being signed by the Sacramento Bank and 
others. 
On motion of Mr. Ross the petitioners 
were required to give a bond in the sum of 
$100, and on motion of Mr. Greer, J. C. 
Boyd, Sanford Dickey and Hart F. Smith 
were appointed viewers of said road. 
Judges Armstrong and Van Fleet and Dr. 
Nichols appeared before the Board and 
asked that an addition be built to the 
County Jail, where invalid prisoners may 
be cared for. 
C. M. Prodger appeared and asked the 
Board to make provision for keeping the 
male and female prisoners separate. His 
remarks were indorsed bv Judges Arm­ 
strong and Van Fleet and Dr. Nichols. 
On motion of Mr. Ross the matter was 
referred fo the Public Buildings Com­ 
mittee. 
Georgp M. Mott, representing H. 8. 
Crocker A Co., protested agaiost the open­ 
ing of the bid of C. S. Houghton for sta­ 
tionery, on the ground that it was not pre­ 
sented to the Board before the hour of 2 
o’clock p m.. as advertised. 
The Board overruled the protest and the 
bids were opened. The only bidders were 
Crocker A Co. and C. S. Houghton, and the 
matter of letting a contract was postponed 
until to-day. 
Mr. Ross, from the Committee on Roads 
and Bridges, presented the following re­ 
report : 
We, the Uommittee on Roads and Bridges, in 
the m atter of rebuilding or repairing the Live 
« a t bridge, report that in our opinion we be­ 
lieve it to be to the best interests of the county 
to advertise for plans, bids and specifications 
for a new bridge. 
On motion of Mr. Bates, the report was 
adopted. 
On motion of Mr. Ross, the Clerk of the 
Board was instructed to advertise for such 
bids, each bid to be accompanied by a cer­ 
tified check for at leas! 10 per cent, thereof. 
On motion of Mr. Greer, Thursday, June 
20th, was fixed as the time for opening said 
bids.Mr, Bates moved that the office of J. E. 
Blanchard, as a member of the County 
Board of P.docatton. be declared vacant, on 
the ground ol non-residence. The motion 
was seconded by Mr. Ross. 
The roll was called with the following 
result: 
Ayes—Ross, Bates and Black" 
Noes—Greer and Tebhets. 
P. Kelly requested the use of the west 
line of the Court-house lot in building. Re­ 
erred to the Building Committee. 
Road Overseer Plummer appeared be­ 
fore the Board and made a verbal report 
regarding the condition of the McCracken 
wire bridge on the Cosumnes. He stated 
that an attempt had been made to reach 
the ends of the anchors in order to exam­ 
ine them, but after sinking twelve (eet 
further progress was prevented by water. 
Some of the cables were rusted, but he re­ 
garded the bridge as safe. 
Supervisor Ross differed with Mr. Plum­ 
mer and said he regarded the bridge as un­ 
safe, and knew that many persons in that 
vicinity were of the same opinion. 
Mr. Plummer said, however, that if the 
bridge was to be left standing he would 
suggest the strengthening of some of the 
cables on the further side of the river by 
splicing the rusted portions. 
Mr. Ross said that in his opinion the 
bridge was all right except the cables. 
Mr. Bates suggested that Overseer Plum­ 
mer might make all the necessary repairs 
required bv using some of the wire of the 
broken McCabe bridge. It cost $2,700 to 
have the cab'es of the Folsom bridge 
spliced, and Mr. Piummer could probably 
do ih s work hituselL 
Mr Plummer said the planks on the ur>- 
per side of the bridge were rotted aud 
should be replaced. 
After some further informal discussion 
over the matter, the Board took a recess 
till 10 o’clock this morning. 


THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 


Tried by Pnbtic Sentim ent 
The Billings case came to the front again 
yesterday, and in the Superior Court. 
When the case of the people vs. C. L. Kay- 
mer was called, his attorney, Major Ander­ 
son, addressed the Court, asking that the 
case be continued. He based his request on 
the ground that public sentiment had been 
recently agitated over the result in another 
case, “which.” he said, "is liable to and 
does affect the public mind as well as the 
minds of jurors, and would render it 
almost certain 
that 
the defendant 
could not have a fair and impartial trial.” 
He also presented an affidavit signed by 
his client, to the same effect. 
The motion was opposed bv Charles T. 
Jones, one of the counsel for "the prosecu­ 
tion. Judge Armstrong spoke at length on 
the subject, and after referring to the “un­ 
expected verdict” rendered in his Court in 
a case tried last week, and in view of the 
comments thereon, he was “inclined to 
think that it would rather drive a jury 
as far the other way as this jury was driven 
in favor of acquittal.” The Judge further 
said; 
"A conversation with one of the mem­ 
bers cf that jury has led me to think that 
there is much in this. That juror, who in 
that case was for acquittal, said to me that 
fiad the Court permitted the jury to mingle 
with the people during the trial the verdict 
would have been conviction. Upon that I 
said to him that it would have been wrong, 
because it would have been a violation of 
his oath of office as a jnror. I said to him: 
ou took an oath that you would a true 
verdict render according to the evidence 
and the law. Now if you had received an 
impression from the outside and would 
have permitted yourself to be influenced 
by it, as you undoubtedly would have 
done, you would have violated your oath 
of office.’ ” 
Judge Armstrong, pursuing his remarks, 
referred to the inexperience of some of the 
jurors in the Billings case as one of the 
causes of the verdict in that case. “From 
the sentiment expressed to me by this 
juror, ’ said the Judge, “I believe that there 
is possibility that injustice mav be done 
should this present case go to trial now. ' 
District Attorney Bruner coincided with 
the conclusion arrived at by the Court. He 
referred to the case of Katen, one in which 
public opinion was strongly against the 
prisoner, and he was convicted, when after­ 
ward sentiment changed and the defendant 
escaped the death penalty. 
Charles T. Jones, who is also counsel for 
Charles H. Eldred, moved for a continu­ 
ance of the latter's case. The motion was 
granted, and the jury was discharged.

Som e 1,500 Lea* Children Enrolled Than 
at the Last Cenaua. 
The Marshals employed by the City 
Board of Education recently to canvass the 
city for school children, have made their 
reports to City Superintendent Beard as 
followed : First District (J. F. Slater), 1.170; 
Second District (James C. Kelly). 1610; 
Third District (C. H. Denton), 948; Fourth 
District 1 Albert Hart), 1,170. Total, 4,828. 
The last census returned something over 
0,300, showing an apparent falling off of 
something like 1,500. But it must be re­ 
membered that in former years the School 
Marshals were paid so much per capita for 
the number of children enrolled, and it is 
possible that the number has been exagger­ 
ated, and that the present census is correct. 
The Marshals insist that they have done 
their work thoroughly, but there is still 
some ques'.ion as to the advisability of hav­ 
ing limited them to fifteen days in which 
to do the work. It is said that in Oakland 
and other places the percentage of decline 
is even greater than in this city. Of course, 
everybody knows there has been no de­ 
crease in the number of schoolchildren in 
Sacramento, as the population is steadily 
on the increase; but neither Sacramento 
nor any other city should claim a greater 
number of school children than they 
actually have, merely for the purpose of 
getting more money from the State school 
fund.

The 
Department uss-.-rts that this conference agree- 
meut amounts to a full-fledged treaty, which 
will take the place oí the present treaty be­ 
tween the three Powers, and the purpose ot the 
conterence is not. as lias been stated, merely to 
construe the existing treaty. 
The sm aller points yet to be settled by the 
Commissioners are upon the question of some 
small concessions asked tor by the German 
Government looking to the isolation of German 
plantations in -¿moa from Samoan settlements 
where it is possible aud the prevention of 
lurther disagreements between the natives aud 
German residents.

W heels” a t th e K ast.

This morning's m ail furnished to the 
Secretary of ihe State Board of Trade a n ­ 
other readable letter from “California on 
W heels,” which had reached Boston. The 
traveling exhibit was visited by thousands 
of people, who were very enthusiastic over 
the dispiav. 
The letter in substance states that the 
Boston people were out in force to witness 
the arrival of the car, which was thrown 
open for their inspection May 2lth, and 
everyone was determined to view the at­ 
tractive exhibit on ils opening day. D ur­ 
ing the iirst eight or ten hours the moving 
mass of hum anity was enormous. 
The 
exhibit was located in a narrow lot between 
cars, where the grass was knee-high. By 
evening a wide, dusty roadway leading up 
to “California on W heels” had been made, 
the grass beiog trodden into the ground. 
The arm y of visitors came singly, in 
couples, tquaus and regiments. 
School 
children visited the exhibit to get an in­ 
structive object lesson in California’s re­ 
sources, while hundreds af business men 
sparM tim e enough from urgent duties to 
pay their respects to the car. 
The opening of the exhibit, the letter 
says, was a gala day for the aristocratic Back 
Bay District, in which portion of Boston 
the car was located. The success which at­ 
tended the exhibition was instantaneous 
aud flattering, and the indications looked 
favorable for a steady increase during the 
stay. 
In concluding the letter Mr. Brice 
says; “ I don’t think we ever had any more 
enthusiastic or adm iring visitors. 
The 
fruit seems to be the most interesting 
feature to our guests. They are astounded 
at the variety and its superior quality, and 
as the more impressionable visitors pass 
from jar to jar w ith a sigh, they could be 
heard to say, Oh! I do wish I were in Cali­ 
fornia.’ 
The press reception was quite a 
social event, the good efiects of which are 
noticeable in the articles published about 
our enterprise.” On the 25th inst., stereop- 
ticon views were shown in Christian Union 
Hall, and on Monday evening last the same 
views were exhibited in the Universalist 
Church at Malden, a suburb of Boston, and 
was largely attended by an appreciative au­ 
dience. 
The 
Boston papers also arrived this 
morning and all of them, the Post, Morning 
Journal ami Transcript, devote considerable 
space to California and the traveling ex­ 
hibit. 
Among the prom inent persons who vis­ 
ited the State Board of Trade this morning 
and registered was Lassen county’s repre­ 
sentative, C. 0. H utchinson, a resident of 
Susanville, Jam es A. Morrissey, ex-Con- 
gresstnan Jam es A. Budd of San Joaquin 
and L. U. Shippee, President of the State 
Agricultural Society, Stockton. The gen­ 
tlemen. during a tour of the rooms, made 
many lettering comments upon the m an­ 
ner iu which the exhibition of the State s 
products was managed. Secretary Davies 
explained to them all the details in connec­ 
tion with the display. 
The State Board is also in receipt of a 
very im portant communication from Gen­ 
eral Manager E. J. Becker of the Milwau­ 
kee Industrial Exposition Association, urg­ 
ing that the products of California be rep­ 
resented at the opening, through the State 
Board of Trade, and stating that a sim ilar 
display of Oregon products will be one of 
the features ot the exposition. One letter 
bears date of May tilth, and says that the 
proposed exposition will he open August 
21st aud continue forty days. The city will 
be visited by almost a quarter of a million 
of people, it being the Twenty-third N a­ 
tional Encam pm ent of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. The communication will 
in all probability be acted upon at the next 
meeting of the Board. 
The display at the rooms on Market 
street was increased this m orning by the 
arrival of some French prunes of J. Flick- 
enger, of Santa Ciara. 
The fruit was 
raised and packed by Mr. Flickenger, and 
is an evidence of the advantages of Santa 
Ciara. It is given a very prom inent posi­ 
tion among the display of fruits. The Los 
ADgeles exhibit, ol which m ention has 
been made before, is now all in place, and 
is an attractive exhibit on account of the 
fruit, wines and cereals that are arranged 
tastily and with good effect. The m anu­ 
facturing interests are well looked after. 
One ot the most prom inent ohjects in this 
display is the bust of Sara B ernhardt in 
terra-cotta. 
It has been neatly executed, 
and is placed in the display as a sample of 
one ot the industries lately established 
there. The new style fig boxes, fruit and 
berry baskets are also a very noticeable ob­ 
ject. and are greatly admired by all growers 
of fruit. The patent upon the manufact­ 
ure of the latter article was issued only last 
February, and the business is just com­ 
mencing to assume large proportions. In 
speaking of the m erits of the articles, 
prom inent fruit-growers said this morning 
that it was very desirable, and Los Angeles 
could well boast of an industry that was of 
great benefit to the growers throughout the 
entire State. 
The next meeting of the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the State Board of Trade will be 
Held ou next Tuesday, at the rooms on 
Market street.

M O S T E R E I’S SIOSSBACK. 


K illed Off by th e P eople W ith a Show er 
o t P a p e r B ullets. 
Monterey, June 3d.—Ever since the passage 
of the bill disincorporating Monterey by the last 
Legislature, tbe people of "the old Capital have 
been organizing for tbe purpose of carrying the 
election which took place to-day. 
A few weeks ago a petition was presented to 
the Board of Supervisors of this county, asking 
them that an election be called submitting the 
question whether Monterey would be incorpo­ 
rated or not. Ih e election was called, and June 
3, iss9—a memorable day—was selected, ihis 
day being the one hundred and nineteenth an­ 
niversary of the lauding of Father Junípero 
berra at this place. 
A desperate struggle was anticipated, as David 
Jacks, who for thirty years has kept this place 
trom going ahead, having ip early days handi­ 
capped the City Trustees by legis ative acts and 
buying the thousands of acres owned by the 
city lor the paltry sum of about SLCUO—property 
that to-day is worth in the neighborhood of 
81.000, COO. 
King David, as he is commonly called, sent 
out his messengers in every direction to can­ 
vass public opinion. Having done so. aud the 
retains not being favorable, he resorted to every 
trick imaginable to kill the incorporation. The 
leading citizens were watching his movements 
aud mustering all their forces, preparatory for 
the great struggle to-day at which was to be de­ 
cided whether the historical town of Monte rev­ 
iving tranquil at the foot of her green hills for 
over a quarter of a century, with so manv his­ 
torical associations connected with it, was to re­ 
main a cow-pasture with crooked streets and 
ravines traversing
